It is rather astonishing that, after 
all of the explanations of the vol­ 
untary registration of women wrere 
made through the newspapers, that 
such a limited understanding and 
such

misunderstanding 
seemed to exist in the minds of a 
great number of women.

the reasons for not registering ad 
vanced by certain 
women 
were 
amusing. 
M any women seemed not to un­ 
derstand that registration is pure­ 
ly voluntary and that the govern­ 
ment is asking no service w hich 
any women is unwilling to perform. 
Women may register their w illing 
ness to do nothing more than at­ 
tempt to conserve the food supply 
in their home more thoroughly than 
in normal times and the offer to do 
so is considered evidence of p atri­ 
otic willingness to assist the gov­ 
ernment. 
The idea, as entertained by some, 
that the government w ill drag wo­ 
men away from their fam ilies or re 
quire of them any personal service 
which they are unw illing to give 
freely is preposterous. 
One lady in one

self and secured the registration of 
thro© neighbor women. 
In a letter 
to T. R. Luckett, she stated that 
the women in her district were un­

There are at present in England 
55.000.000 
spindles, 
47,000,000 of 
which arc controlled by th*' Spin­ 
ners’ Federation and 
4,000,000 by 
the Cotton 
Spinners* and 
Manu­ 
facturers’ association. This leaves 
about 4,000,000 spindles outside of 
the federation to take advantage 
ol any limitations that the* mem­ 
bers of the federation impose up­ 
on themselves. It is this fact that 
prevented 
th*' 
adoption 
of 
any’ 
short time by* the federation w’hen 
it was recommended to the mem 
hers, and 
when 
it 
would 
have 
been less hurtful to the trade than 
it is likely to be now' under more 
drastic restrictions. 
The Manchester Guardian says; 
“The growth and importance of 
the cotton industry may be judge*! 
from th*' fact that the output of 
th** mills, in addition to providing 
for our horn*' requirements, repre­ 
sents about a third of our total ex 
ports of manufactures. The cotton 
crop of the world averages about 
20.000.000 
bales 
and 
in 
normal 
times England, with considerably 
over one-third of tho 
spindles of 
the world, 
consumes 
annually 4,- 
000,000 hales of cotton. 
If there­ 
for*' there is a big reduction in the 
supply of cotton 
coming 
to this 
country, and the

is inflated 
by speculation, it becomes impos­ 
sible to keep the mills running on 
full time.

Washington, July 31.—Increase of 
the pending $1,670,000,000 war tax 
bill to a total of $2,008,000,000 was 
decided today by the finance com­ 
mittee.
